DR. PAUL ADAMS DIES SUDDENLY 

Mr. and Mrs. A. N. Adams received 
a telegram Tuesday telling of the sud¬ 
den death of their son. Dr. Paul A. 
Adams at Honolulu. Peritonitis was 
the cause of death, which was so sudden 
as to prove a great shock to his family 
and friends. Dr. Adams was in the 
medical branch of the army, stationed 
with the Fifth Cavalry at Honolulu. Mrs. 
Adams and their little daughter, who 
visited in Sierra Madre last summer, had 
been with him but a short time in the 
islands. He had formerly practiced medi¬ 
cine in Los Angeles. 

COTTONY CUSHION SCALE 

The Pac-itic Garden has the following 
vonceining the white scale which ap¬ 
peared a few months ago on some of 
the acacia trees on Central Avenue hut 
which lias since disappeared: 

Scientists have applied the Latin name i 
flcer-ya pur-cha-si to this pest of the 
orchardist and gardener. It does not 
confine its depredations to the leaves 
and tinder twigs of trees and plants, 
but fastens itself onto the tough hard 
hark with the ability to penetrate it 
to the injury- of its host. The striking 
peculiarity of this insect, is a hunch of 
white cottony- filaments at least the six¬ 
teenth of an inch long, attached to its 
lark colored skin, and is quite different 
in appearance from the greenhouse pest 
the “mealy- hug”, the scientific name of 
which is Dac-tye-o-pi-us lon-gi-fi-lis. 

The natural enemy of tlu* scale is a 
ladybird from Australia, introduced to 
this state by a horticultural commis¬ 
sioner a number of y-ears ago. The name 
of this insect is Ve-da-li-a car-di-nal-is, 
an I as it** specific name indicates, it is 
of a cardinal color, although it lias much 
the app*ainn'.'•<* of having used talcum 
powder when making its toilet, and how 
industrious it is. The existence of the 
office of State Horticultural Commis¬ 
sion! r is justified, abundantly justified 
if for no other reason than the intro¬ 
duction of this beneficent little insect 
and the extermination of the “white 
fly-.” tin* terror and despair of Florida 
horticulturists, which invaded this state 
two years ago. The lady bird may lx 
had on application to our Horticultural 
Commissioner. Four of them and their 
progeny are sufficient to rid an orchard 
of the scale and after natural food is 
exhausted, they- die of starvation. The 
native lady birds feed upon aphis and 
other plant lice. 

OVER THE BORDER 

California Weekly.—In round numbers, 
a hundred thousand “Unitedstatesuns” 
are crossing the line into the Canadian 
northwest every year, taking a hundred 
million dollars with them. They are 
being attracted thither bv a land hunger 
that cannot l>e satisfied on this side of 
the line. ft is not a bereavement to 
breed over. They will not he poorer 
Americans for crossing the line north¬ 
ward than the Canadians have proven 
through coming to the United states to 
cast their fortunes with us. When the 
time shall 1 h* at its fulness, they will 
count in the scale for that ocean-bound 
United States of America that shall 
open tin* way for a United States of 
Europe, another of Africa, a fourth of 
South America, if not sometime of Asia 
When nations shall he continental in 
their dimensions the peace of the world 
will Ik* subjected to few disquietudes. ! 


QUICK WORK ON BAD FIRE 

What might have been a disastrous 
fire was started Tuesday about noon 
just east of Cypress Court, at the turn 
of the Carter’s Camp road. In some 
manner the fire was started in the dry 
grass, and burned over an acre of ground 
before it was put under control. The 
fire alarm and the smoke brought quick¬ 
ly to the seem* a goodly number of fire 
fighters and their efforts prevented the 
fire sweeping up the canyon and into 
the mountains. The result would have 
been the crippling of the water supply- 
of Sierra Madre and perhaps of several 
other towns for years to come. 

One theory for the starting of the 
fire was the throwing away of a lighted 
cigar stub, which is entirely plausible 
and calls for constant vigilance over ev¬ 
ery possible means of setting fire in 
grass and brush at this time of the year.
